S.  library,  on 
how  to  prepare  tho  books  for  catalog¬ 
ing.  A  list  of  material  is  sent  which  tho 
library  is  to  buy.  When  this  work  is 
completed  tho  librarian  of  tho  Collogo 
and  necessary  force  go  to  do  tho  cata¬ 
loging.  / 


Times  Change; 
and  So  Does 
the  Alma  Mater 


Many  Changes  Have  Taken  Place  at 
tho  College  During  tho  Last  Twenty- 
Four  Years;  Instructors  Remain. 


Things  haven’t  always  been  this  way. 
Back  in  1906  when  S.  T.  C.  was  known 
as  tho  'normal,’  and  classes  were  held 
in -.the  old  Methodist  Seminary,  there 
weren’t  any  ‘dorm’  dances,  and  campus 
comedies  might  easily  have  belonged 
to  a  foreign  language. 

Tuition  was  six- dollars  a  term,  and 
library  fees,  . were,  two.  But  wait  until 
you  hoar  what  they,  got  for  their  mon¬ 
ey.  There  wero  4,000  books  in;  the  li¬ 
brary  instead  of  ‘25,000.  Students  1  lmd 
accoss  to  thirty-four  magazines  instead 
of  two  hundred.  Twcnty;one  instructors 
niado.up  the  faculty  instead  of  tho 
present  sixty. 

Campus  organizations  in  190G  meant 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  tho  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  and 
one  literary  society.  Athlotica  in  those 
balmy  days  were,  known  as  physical  cul¬ 
ture,  and  involved  'the  swinging  of 
wooden  .  djumb-bells_._by  l;otk  men  and 
gentle  ‘Intlics^*'' ;  •-  '  •‘.V'"  ! 

Accomodations  wore  equally  astonish¬ 
ing.  “ Omnibuses  meet  every  train’’ 
was  the  proud  boast  of  an  early  bulle¬ 
tin  published  by  tho  College.  Board  and 
room  could  bo  bad  for  from  $2.i 50  to 
$3.00  a  week,  “depending  on  the  qual¬ 
ity  and  living  conditions.’’ 

No  mention  is  made  in.  the  curly  cat¬ 
alogues  of  date  rules.  Thero  was  one 
regulation,  however,  which  it  might 
baffle  even  tho  present  administration 
to  carry  out.  All  excuses  for  absences 
from  class  bad  to  bo  secured  from  the 
president. 

In  J907,  tho  cornerstone  was  laid  for 
the  now  $320,000  administration  build¬ 
ing.  The  structure  was  ready  for  occu¬ 
pancy  in  the  fall  of  1910.  The  land¬ 
scape,  however,  was  still  far  different 
from  tho  campus  at  the  prosent.  time. 
Thoro  was  no  lover bench,  no  sun-dial, 
no  greenhouse,  no  gym,  no  dorm.  The 
birches  were  meroly  tender  saplings, 
according  to  ii  picturo  in  one  of  the 
collogo  bulletins  issued  about  this  time. 

Yet  through  all  these  changes,  there 
arc  tlioso  at  the  College  who  liavo  re¬ 
mained — who  have  seen  buildings  riBo’, 
students  and  other  faculty  members 
eomo  and  go;  who  have  soen  tho  Col¬ 
logo  at  Maryville  grow  out  of  a  bumblo 
beginning  into  an  institution  that  may 
hold  its  head  among  tho  best  of  its  kind 
in  the  nation. 

Tho  first  faculty  of  tho  College,  sel¬ 
ected  in  1900,  includes  tho  name  of 
Georgo  II.  Colbort,  instructor  of  math-, 
cmnties.  In  a  list  of  tho  faculty  rnom- 
liors  of  1910,  ono  sees  tho  names  of 
Ilettio  Anthony,  toucher  of  domestic 
scionco;  W.  A.  Rickonbrodo,  registrar 
mid  instructor  in  music  and  bookkeep¬ 
ing;  T,  II,  Cook,  olonlontary  school  and 
Aniorican  history;  Miss  Carrio  Hopkins, 
primary  critic  toaehor;  and  MIsb  Kate 
Holwig,  olomontary,  school  teacher.

A  charming  little  lady  mado  her,  ap- 
pcaranco'  on  tho  stago  of  tho  College 
Auditorium,  Monday  evening,  Fobruary 
3,  to  demonstrate  to  tho  music  lovers  of 
Maryville,  by  her  perfectly  marvolouB 
piano  recital,  that  ail  of  tho  nuiperous 
nice  things  which  have  been  said  cor: 
corning  her  dazzling  technique,  brillian 
cy  nnd  power  of  execution  arid  perfoet 
interpretation  of  tho  greatest  master¬ 
pieces  of  heroic  and  beautiful  piano 
compilations  which  have  been  lioralded 
by  outstanding  music  critics,  artists 
and  those  who  appreciate  good  music, 
through  press,  not  only  in  America  but 
in  many  other  countries,  wero  true.  If 
more  nice  tilings  could  have  been  said 
than  wero  expressed  by  thoso  who 
heard  Miss  Alma  Mohus,  the  people-  of 
Maryville  and  the'  Collego  studonts  cer¬ 
tainly-  would  have  mado  tlie  attempt, 
for  'from  expressions  heaid  on  ail  sides 
by  old  anil  young  alike,  tho  crowd  of 
more'  than  seven  hundred  pcoplo  cer¬ 
tain!  appreciated'  tlie  pro’gram. 

One  critic  who  heard  the  recital,  has 
expressed  it  thus,  “I  hnvo  heard  great 
piano  pieces  played  with  power  and 
tenderness  as  needed,  nnd  I  have  heard 
the  same  great  selections  played  with 
dazzling  technique,  but  never  liavo  I 
heard  theso  masterpieces  played  in  a 
manner  combining  all  of  tho  necessary, 
yet  non-assuming  technique,  power,  ease 
of  execution  and  perfectness  of  inter¬ 
pretation  as  I  heard  Miss  Melius  play 
them  last  niglit.’’

Tho  firBt  selection  played  by  tho  ar¬ 
tist  was  a  “Fantasy  and  Fuguo  in  G 
Minor,  (Bnch-Liszt).  Tho  Fugue  is  a 
form  of  musical  composition  which  is 
built  up  froin  ono  or  two  thematic 
ideas  woven  into  nn  intricate,  yet  boau- 
tif ul,  tonal  design. 

The  composition  which  Miss  Mohus 
played  next  was  a  Rondo  in  G,  by  Bee¬ 
thoven,  The  Rondo  consists  of  a  chief 
themo  which  alternates  witli  ono  or 
more  soctions,  - 

Tho  Author  of  tho  Sonata,.  F-sharp 
minor,  Brahms,  was  a  German  compos- 1 
or.  Born  in  Hamburg  in  1833.  Besides 
tho  Sonata,  Brahm’s  piano  solos  include 
rhapsodies,  variations  and  etudes.  He 
was  also  a  composer  of  choral  works. 
The  Sonata  consists  of  throe  or  four 
shorter  piecos  or  movomonts  which  to¬ 
gether  mako .  one  long  one,  and  these 
are  arranged  in  such  a  manner  that 
thoy  show  contrast.  The  first  movo- 
morit  is  gonorally  longest  and  most  im¬ 
portant.  Tho  Sonata  which  Miss  Mohus 
played  began  with  a  rather  spirited 
Allegro;  then  followed  tho  moro  mod¬ 
erate  Andnnto;  thon  a  lively  Scherzo; 
and  laBt,  trio  Finale. 

The  last  group  of  numbors  on  tho 
program  consisted  of  a  concert  etude; 
a  sarabando,  which  )is  a  stately  form 
rising  from  tho  dance  of  tho  Spanish 
Altor-boys;  and  tho  group  of  Bluo 
Danube  Waltzes.

Tolls  of  Japanese  Wedding. 

Mrs.  Anna  Anderson  recently  receiv¬ 
ed  a  letter  from  her  daughter  Blanche 
Anderson,  a  graduate  of  the  College, 
class  of  1920,  who  is  teaching  in  Wain- 
liun,  Oahu,  T.  II.  Since  the  letter  gives 
an  insight  into  conditions  in  tho  coun¬ 
try  it  will  bo  of  interest  to  S.  T.  C. 
students  and  friends  of  Miss  Anderson. 
The  letter  in  part,  is  as  follows: 

Doar  Folks:  Did  you  have  a  nico 
Christmas?  Wo  certainly  had  a  nice 
rainy  day.  Intended  to  go  bathing  but 
it  wasn’t  a  nice  day  and  tho  water  has 
been  terrible  for  the  last  few  weeks — 
has  been  raining  a  lot  and  the  streams 
pouring  into  tho  ocean  has  made  it 
muddy  for  quite  a  distance  out.  We  had 
a  nico  day  despito  the  rain.  Wo  lmd  a 
lovely  •  dinner — roast  turkey,  mashed 
potatoes,  candied  sweot  potatoes,  gravy, 
dressing,1  vegetable  salad,  olives,  rad¬ 
ishes,  fruit  cake,  etc.  Don’t  you  think 
that  was  quite  an  elaborato  dinner  for 
poor  school  teacliprs?  In  tho  evening  we 
went  to  a  show  at  Schiofiold  (the  army 
post).  Saw  Ramon  Navarro  in  "The 
Pagan.”  That  completed  our  Christmas 
Day. 

Wo  had  two  weeks  vacation.  Thought 
I  would  be  here  most  of  tho  time  alone 
but  only  two  of  the  girls  are  away.  One 
of  the  girls  was  going  to  Hawaii  for 
Christmas  but  the  lady  she  was  going 
to  visit  is  in  the  hospital  at  Honolulu, 
so  sho  didn’t  go  over.  One  of  the  boys’ 
sister  is  hero  spending  her  vacation  on 
this  island.  So  wo  have  quite  a  bunch 
out  here.  Has  rained  every  day  until 
yesterday  afternoon  so  time  has  drag¬ 
ged.  One  of  the  girls,  Jeanette  Brown¬ 
ing,  is  staying  in  town  with  her  lister. 
They  had  a  bridge  tea  yesterday  after¬ 
noon  and  most  of  us  were  invited.  We 
had  a  lovely  time. 

The  Rickonbrodcs  arrive  tomorrow.  I 
think  I’ll  go  in  town  to  see  them  got 
off.  I  called  Laura  Bell  this  morning 
and  she  said  they  were  going  down. 

Went  to  a  Japanese  wedding,  feast 
not  long  ago,  will  try  to  tell  you  about 
it  the  best  I  can.  The  Japanese  always 
celebrate  every  wedding  by  two  feasts, 
ouo  for  tho  men  and  one  for  the  women, 
one  one  night  and  tho  other  the  follow¬ 
ing.  These  feasts  do  "not  'always  take" 
place  immediately  after  tho  wedding — 
in  fact  some  take  place  a  year  after 
the  wedding  has  taken  place.  Miss  King 
took  Miss  Holaduy  and  I  over  to  Wai- 
auai  ono  week-end.  As  we  intended  to 
hike  over,  we  didn’t  take  much;  wore 
our  kniclcors  and  didn’t  take  any  dres¬ 
ses  with  us.  Miss  King  is  a  friend  of 
the  plantation  manager  there  and  often 
takes  friends  over.  When  we  arrived 
Mr.  Burke  told  us  wo  were  going  to 
this  feast  so  we  went,  knickers  and  all. 
This  feast  was  for  tho  men.  It  was 
held  in  a  long  hall  built  for  tho  occa¬ 
sion.  The  walls  and  roof  was  mado  of 
palm  branches.  Oh  yes!  I  almost  forgot. 
AA’c  were  directed  to  the  house  by  men 
holding  largo  Japanese  lanterns.  We 
got  tliero  before  it  was  ready  to  start 
so  wo  waited  out  sido  in  the  ear.  After 
awhile  the  bridal  procession  camo  up 
tho  road.  The  feast  was  hold  at  a 
friends  homo  and  the  bride  and  bride¬ 
groom  were  escorted  from  her  homo  to 
tho  banquet  hall.  Tlioy  camo  in  cars 
on  which  woro  many  lanterns.  Aftor 
thoy  arrived  tho  gucBts  woiit  in.  Wo 
loft  our  shoes  on  the  top  stop  and  went 
in  barefooted.  Tho  room  looked  very 
beautiful.  Largo  vases  of  flavors  woro 
nil  about,  and  the  room  was  decorated 
with  bright  paper.  The  tables  woro 
about  twelvo  inches  high.  Evoryono,  of 
courso,  sat  on  tho  floor  and  tho  tablo 
was  just  high  enough  to  stretch  your 
legs  under  when  ono  got  tired  sitting 
with  thorn  crossed.  Tho  food  was  on  the 
,  tablo  when  wo  camo  in,  and  how  thoso 
v  tables  woro  loaded.  Will  toll  you  moro 
about  tho  food  later.  Tho  Japanoso  are 
quite  artistic  and  all  tho  dishes  woro 
fixed  so  protty.  Pop  and  flowers  wore 
everywhere,  sl>  it  was  a  very  colorful 
thing.

"  Whites”  in  Hawaiian,  Bat  at  tho 
other  oqd.

Wo  bognn  eating  ns 
soon  us  wo  urrivod,  about  0:45.  Wo 
wore  all  givwi  papor  plates  and  chop 
sticks,  but  boeuuso  wo  wore  liaolo,  wo 
got  forks  also  ub  a  spocial  favor.  Wo 
had  to  sorvo  oursolvoa  und  sineo  thero 
woro  no  spoons  in  tho  dishes  wo  got 
ovorythiug  out  with  our  own  forks  und 
chop  Bticks.  Evoryono  looked  out.  for 
himself.*  Wo  had  meuta  of  all  descrip¬ 
tions,  raw  fish,  baked  fish,  fish  that 
was  booked  and  pressed  and  dyod  all 
cplors,  baked  chicken,  pork  cooked  all 
ways,  potato  salad,  asparagus:  salad, 
fruit,  and  all  kinds  of  green  stuff,  I 
had  no  idea  what  it  was.

Disarmament 


(Continued  from  pago  1) 

cent  history.  In  giving  this  background, 
tho  speaker  said: 

"Bcgining  in  3808  tho  nations  began 
nil  open  mutual  discussion  of  tho  mili¬ 
tary  and  naval  equipment  of  each  oth¬ 
er,  having  in  mind  thc  assumption  that 
tho  individual  nation  was  in  somo  meas¬ 
ure  hound  to  respect  the  judgment  of 
thc  community  of  nations  ns  to  the 
stress  laid  on  armaments.  It  is  not  sur¬ 
prising,  that  tho  Hague  Conferences  of 
1S09  and  1007,  being  tlio  first  public, 
effort  toward  this  policy,  recorded  sucli 
meager  results.  Subsequent  conferences 
liavo  preserved  the  assumption  of  thc 
international  intorcst  in  tho  armament 
of  each  nation  and  progressively  regis¬ 
tered  wider  and  deeper  accord  in  actual 
limitations.  Tho  modern  navy  was  be¬ 
gotten  In  England  and  Germany  in  tbo 
years  1888  and  1889.  Between  the 
Ilaguo  conferences  and  tho  World  War, 
England  hail  up  between  themselves 
tlio  two-power  problem  of  mutual  limi¬ 
tation  on  tlio  building  of  war  ships. 

"Thc  Covenant  of  tho  League  and 
its  machinery  provides  for  continuity 
of  thc  effort  in  tho  direction  of  mutual 
limitation  of  armaments  under'  inter¬ 
national  agreements.  Thc  present  con¬ 
ference  lias  behind  it  a  progressive 
emphasis  on  this  phase  of  world  co¬ 
operation. 

More  minds  were  centered  sympa¬ 
thetically  on  thc  efforts  toward  reduc¬ 
tion  of  armaments,  Dr.  Dildino  asserted, 
than  have  over  been  so  united  on  any 
other  subject. 

In  outlining  tho  problems  confront¬ 
ing-  thc  covenant,  the  speaker  said: 

"Tho  problems  of  this  conference  are 
three-fold.  First,  the  statesmen  are 
eager  to  save  for  their  countries  all 
that  can  be  saved,  by  lessening  burdens 
of  naval  costs.  They  arc  aware  of  the 
enormous  aggregate  expenditure  re¬ 
quirod  to  build  and  operate,  even  under 
conditions  of  peace,  sucli  highly  devel¬ 
oped  machines  as  war  ships  arc.  Capital 
ships  taken  over  a  period  of  twenty 
years  nro  costing  us  for  construction 
and  maintenance  above  four  million 
dollars  each  year.  Cruisers  come  near 
two  million  dollnrs  each  per  year.  Tho 
last  twonty-fivc  years  have  seen  an  in¬ 
crease  among  tho  fivo  greater  naval 
powers  of  from  100  to  900  per  cent  in 
national  naval  budgets.  In  this-  rapidly 
rising  program  the  United  States  stands 
near  tlio  highest.  AVlint  wo  shall  do  with 
our  savings  in  enso  we  reduce  our 


budgets  on  war-liko  preparations  wo  do 
not  know.  Individually  wo  nro  not  con¬ 
scious  in  dnily  finance  that  this  burden 
is  oppressive.  To  a  world,  liowovcr, 
wherein  resources  have  boon  recently 
devastated  ns  in  tlio  AVorld  AVar,  no  na¬ 
tion  can  afford  to  spend  hundreds  of 
millions  of  dollars  in  a  short  period  of 
years  on  armaments. 

"Tho  second  problem  lying  on  thc 
surface  is  tho  adjustment  if  ratios  be¬ 
tween  the  navies  of  tho  vnrious  nations. 
There  ard  different  methods  of  defin¬ 
ing  tlio  basis  for  establishing  these 
ratios.  There  is  somo  considerablo  dif¬ 
ference  in  thinking  ns  to  tho  exact  size 
which  any  national  equipment  should 
ho  allowed  to  mnintnin.  This  will  doubt¬ 
less  be  the  subject  taking  moro  time 
and  requiring  moro  skillful  and  con¬ 
siderate  discussion  than  any  other  prob¬ 
lem  at  tlio  conference. 

"Fundamentally,  tbo  whole  task  of 
the  conference  is  one  covered  by  the 
word  security.  Armaments  aro  not  pur¬ 
chased  for  their  own  sake.  Each  nation 
looks  for  tho  opportunity  to  realize  tho 
highest  reasonable  standards  of  living 
within  reach  of  its  own  population. 
Equipment  is  provided  for  tho  purpose 
of  insurance  against  having  thoso  moro 
essential  ambitions  thwarted  by  other 
nations. 

"In  the  last  nnnlysis  the  danger  that 
other  nations  will  interfere  with  the 
development  of  any  one  particular  mem¬ 
ber  of  tho  family  arises  not  so  much 
from  comparative  mechanical  prepara¬ 
tions  as  from  tho  sense  of  danger  or 
security  arising  from  the  nation  con¬ 
cerned.  France  and  England  aro  per¬ 
haps  more  vitally  interested  in  security 
than  thc  other  nations.  Their  security 
rests  upon  tlio  feeling  of  good  will  and' 
confidence  induced  in  large  part  by  the 
goodwill  and  generosity  exhibited  in 
tlicir  own  dealings  with  others. 

Dr.  Dildine  summed  up  tho  points 
of  his  address  by*  saying: 

‘  ‘  Thc  supreme  problem  of  tho  naval 
conference  at  London  is  to  preserve  in 
thc  relations  of  the  delegates  and  to 
record  in  tlio  conclusions  offered  for 
world'  approval  an  attitude  of  mutual 
respoet  and  trust  and  if  possible,  of  ac¬ 
tual  co-operation.  Tho  value  of  tho  con¬ 
ference  will  be  judged  partly  on  the 
basis  of  the  size  of  the  navies  it  con¬ 
templates  for  tlio  times  just  ahead  of 
us.  If,  however,  these  statesmen  return 
to  their  own  countries  without  agree¬ 
ments  as  to  limitations  of  navies  they 
will  return  necessarily  with  a  feeling 
of  disappointment  and  of  suspicion  of 
other  nations.  The  only  alternative  to 
a  program  of  limitations  coming  from

tho  Paris  Peace  Pact  were  sincere  in. 
their  action.  Since  every  civilized  na¬ 
tion  lias  pledged  to  renounce  war  as  a., 
national  policy  and  -to  settle  all  dis-. 
putes  of  whatever,  ckurnetqr  they  may. 
bo  by  peaceful  means,  we .  believe  that; 
tlio  vast  economic  resources  now  squan¬ 
dered  for  preparation  for  war  should 
bo  devoted  to  developing  tlio  peaceful 
pursuits  of  mankind. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that;  tho  con-, 
sensus  of  opinion  of  this  group  is  that: 
largo  armaments  arc  incentives  toward 
war  and  do  not  make  for  peace,  while- 
tho  reduction  of  armaments  will  ad-, 
vnnee  tho  causo  of  pence-  by  .removing- 
fears  and  suspicions  from  the  minds1  of.' 
mon. 

Resolved  that  copies  of  .these  resolu¬ 
tions  be  sent  to  President  Hoover,  to 
our  two  Missouri  United  SjJtatos  Sena-, 
tors,  to  tho  Northwest  Missourian  and. 
tho  Maryvillo.  Forum.

Mar¬ 
riage,  she  said,  is  the  only  occupation 
in  the  world  in  which  ono  does  not  have 
to  servo  an  apprenticeship. 

The  first  thing  to  consider  in  plan¬ 
ning  a  home,  said  the  instructor,  is  tho 
location.  Sanitation,  social  surround¬ 
ings,  and  economical  site  are  matters 
to  bo  taken  into  consideration.  Tho 
speaker  stressed  tho  importance  of  food 
in  tho  efficiency  of  tho  homo.  It  is' not 
tho  purposo  of  the  homo  economics  de¬ 
partment  to  teach  cooking,  tho  depart¬ 
ment  head  said,  but  to  teach  nutrition.
